Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Claims 
to "a remotely located device performing at least two actions based on a specific command" is broader than what applicant argues (page 
5. 2nd paragraph). There are no indications In the claims as to what (two) actions are being performed, to what device the actions are 
performed, and whether these actions are perfonned based on a single command (i.e. some devices may perform more than two actions 
in a single command). Therefore, rejection is maintained. In this case, Moughanni et a! was relied upon to teach of a remotely located 
heater or air conditioner or VCR that is remotely controlled by a paging device wherein the paging device can tum the heater on (first 
action) and specify a temperature setting (second action) {see final Office action pages 6-7}. Assuming that the claims are relying on a 
single specific command that perfomis at least two actions, turning a heater on a car would require that the car be turned on (first action), 
the heater tumed on (second action), then temperature settings specified (third action) {final Office action, paragraph bridging pages 6 and 
7}. Other examples of actions (at least two actions) performed by the device is shown in the flowcharts of figures 2-A and 2-B in 
Moughanni et al. i.e. receiving the command (100 - first action), writing the command in the control register (102 - second action), and 
provide the signals to the controlled device (104 - third action). 
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
